Around the static situation of a committee 
meeting in an English textile mill town where 
plans for a local pageant are being made, the 
author constructs a hardly more animated 
plot. The characters, each one a type—com- 
munist, nymphomaniac, labor leader, conniv- 
ing financier, war veteran, school teacher, 
youth representative, and a high-principled, 
liberal manufacturer who symbolizes the old- 
fashioned virtues—act out in flashback a story 
revolving about the forced sale of a textile 


mill and their own _ interrelated personal 
problems. Morality and personal integrity 
prevail.

It was quite unlike Carey Arundel to run 
away with any man, especially her ex-hus- 
band, Paul Saffron, an agocentric genius who 
went out of his way to give offense. Leaving 
Hollywood agog over the situation, the book 
draws the reader aside and gives him the in- 
side story. Irish-born Carey was seventeen 
when she married Paul, and she owed much 
of her dramatic success to his inspired direct- 
ing; eventually she tired of standing between 
Paul and the consequences of his behavior, 
divorced him to marry a more peaceable man, 
and it was nearly fifteen years before Paul’s 
desperate need showed Carey that she would 
never be free of responsibility for him.

Mayo, Eleanor R. October fire. Crowell,

The widespread fires in Maine several years 
ago are evidently the basis for this story 
of a section of the Maine coastal country. In 
Frenchville, the horror of the fires was in- 
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creased when it was discovered that some of 
them were being started deliberately. The 
fire fighting, the portrayal of characters under 
stress, and the renewal of a romance are of 
more interest to the reader, however, than the 
inevitable discovery of the demented culprit.

$3. January. 


The third Koo girl, Leila, abandoning her 
wealthy family, has become a symbol to the 
peasants she led in revolt. Saved from the 
counter-revolutionists by her father’s efforts, 
escaping again from home and the mother 
intent on murdering her to protect the family 
name and taking refuge with a_ half-caste 
doctor who becomes her lover, she is hunted, 
with inevitable success, by all the political 
and personal cliques in the town. An excit- 
ing, though sometimes confused story, pre- 
senting in popular style the problems of 
American-Chinese culture conflict, the Chi- 
nese revolution, counter-revolution and the 
turmoil which resulted in the rise of commu- 
nism in China. 


West, Jessamyn. The witch diggers. Har- 
court, $3.50. January 11. 


Link Conboy, the superintendent of a poor 
farm in a southern Indiana county, was a 
reticent man, who could not quite reach either 
the inmates he wanted to help, or his own 
children. Neither Link nor his eccentric wife 
Lib had ever given the children much love 
or understanding, and all three were con- 
fusedly fumbling for emotional security. In 
1900, the critical year, twelve-year-old Em 
disgraced the family in her search for under- 
standing; brother Dandie married an inmate 
and nearly murdered her betrayer; sixteen- 
year-old Cate, whose story predominates, 
rushed into the wrong marriage and indirect- 
ly caused the death of Christie, whom she 
loved. The inmates, too, were involved in the 
tragic climax, the result of loving selfishly.

In the hope 
of stimulating others to try a new approach, 
the author sets forth some admittedly tenta- 
tive theories, based on his analysis of common 
elements observed in several studies made of 
groups which sociologists designate as pri- 
mary; i.e., groups composed of a number of 
persons who communicate with each other 
often over a span of time, and who are few 
enough to be able to communicate with all 
the others face to face.
